Takuso  Mori  said  living  conditions 
were  bad  at  Begawardo.  but  added 
they  were  bad  all  over.  He  said  In 
Winter,  Japanese  who  worked  In  the 
factories  had  to  steal  lumps  of  coal 
which  they  brought  home  In  their 
lunch  palls  In  order  to  keep  enough 
for' the  Inadequate  heating  stoves.

4 pOHTY-SIX  yea r*  ago.  when  a copy  ol 
J""*  The  Daily  Colonist  (or  March  27, 
1904.  was  placed  with  other  material 
in  a box  In  the  foundation  stone  of  the 
rising  Carnegie-grant  library  building,  the 
(fearful  in  the  world  were  worrying  about 
the  Russo-Japanese  war.  Great  Britain 
was  in  the  postwar  readjustment  of  the 
South  African  campaign,  with  an  Edwaid 
on  the  throne  and  Victoria  Regina  cur- 
rency still  in  circulation.  The  ••great" 
depression  of  the  late  90s  was  healing, 
the  1907  war-scare  over  belligerent  Ger 
many  had  not  yet  come;  and  Canada  was 
holding  out  arms  of  welcome  to  New 
foundland  -to-  join  liie  Confederation. 
Motor  car,  airplane,  atomic  bomb  and  other 
latter-day  manifestations  of  thia  “modern 
worid-were  still  in  Ahe+r  respective  cradles. 
Such  a Bash-back,  brief  as  it  is,  serves  to 
show  the  pace  of  living  in  the  last  hall 
century, 

-TtTF  Colonist  using  sjiecial  cables  from 
The  Times,  Ixmdon,  reported  in  that  issue 
that  Cossacks  had  made  first  contact 


witii  Japanese  field  forces  on  the  Yatrr 
River,  that  the  Czar  would  review  Mukden 
troops,  and  inspect  Port  Arthur;  and  that 
the  Japanese  fleet  under  Admiral  Togo  was 
off*  Cliefoo-  It  also  reported  that  topo- 
graphical surveyors  would  leave  shortly  to 
determine  the  Ala-skan- Yukon  boundary; 
commented  appreciatively  on  the  swift 
development  of  the  Canadian  West,  as 
exemplified  by  settlement  in  Manitoba  In 
the  prior  quarter-century;  and  carried  a 
lull  quota  of  the  news  of  the  day.  with 
special  articles  by  David  Work  Higgins,  and 
a review  of  social  events  by  a woman  con- 
tributor.

One  Way  <•>  Gel  WM  of  Election  Paster* 


a SMALL,  news  item  from  a United 
Slates  city  suggests  an  interesting 
1 course  of  action  for  women's  organ- 
izations in  this  part  of  the  world  next  time 
there  is  a major  election  campaign.  It 
relates  how  the  members  of  a women's  gar- 
den club,  annoyed  at  seeing  trees  defaced  by 
political  posters,  determined  in  a body  to 
withhold  their  votes  from  any  candidate 
who  allowed  posters  of  himself  to  be  pul 
up  on  trees  or  fences  along  the  highways 
They  said  they  were  sick  and  tired  of  see- 
ing pictures  of  candidates  peering  at  them 
from  every  tree  for  miles  around. 

Many  people  of  Vancouver  Island  who 
prefer  to  see  trees  as  nature  made  them 
will  agree  with  the  views  of  these  women. 
The  Provincial  election  is  now  a memory, 
but  posters  of  successful  and  defeated  can- 
didates arc  still  to  be  seen  hanging  from 
jKiles  and  trees,  some  tattered  and  torn, 
ot  tiers  embellished  by  the  ribald  handi- 
work of  amateur  cartoonists  Whether  or 


not  they  put  them  up,  one  would  expect 
the  candidates  at  least  to ‘have  the  good 
grace  to  see  that  they  are  taken  down  im- 
mediately after  serving  their  doubtful  use. 

Years  ago  women's  organizations  in 
Honolulu  succeeded  in  sweeping  all  bill- 
boards from  the  countryside  by  similarly 
direct  means,  and  without  the  passage  of 
any  laws.  Persuasion  haying  failed,  they 
declared  a boycott  on  all  those  who  adver- 
tised by  that  means.  Results  were  quick 
and  so  effective  as  to  lead  strangers  to  be- 
lieve the  ban  on  billboards  to  be  by  legis 
lative  decree, 

These  are  two  examples  of  the  civic  re- 
forms women  can  bring  about  If  they  de- 
cide to  exert  their  influence.  When  women 
set  out  to  accomplish  something  by  con- 
certed action  they  are  usually  direct  about 
it  and  arc  not  easily  turned  aside.  The 
women's  organizations  here  could  rid  the 
countryside  of  unnecessary  eyesores  in 
short  order. 


Pioneer  Barrister  Ends  Eventful  Career

HE  passing  of  Mr.  James  Stuart  Yates 
at  his  Midstream  homr  yesterday  at 
the  age  of  92  leaves  another  gup  in  the 
ranks  of  a pioneer  Victoria  family.  His 
father,  James  Yates,  sat  in  the  early  Legis- 
lative Assemblies  of  Vancouver  Island  when 
Victoria  was  a small  community  of  families 
inside  and  outside  of  the  old  stockaded  fort. 
Stuart  Yates  was  born  in  Victoria  in  1857, 
educated  at  Edinburgh  and  London,  and 
returned  to  this  city  to  commence  a law- 
practice  which  was  to  last  for  62  years. 
His  wife,  the  former  Annie  Austin,  pre- 


deceased him  in  1940.  One  son.  the  late 
Robert  Stuart  Yates,  was  Clerk  of  the  Legis- 
lature Tor  a number  of  years  prior  to  his 
death  one  year  ago.  Yates  Street,  the 
principal  commercial  thoroughfure  of  Vic- 
toria. was  named  after  the  family;  and 
James  Stuart  Yates  was  considered  the 
dean  of  the  legal  profession  in  British  Cq: 
lumbia.  The  sincere  sympathy  of  the 
community  will  go  out  to  the  surviving 
members  of  a family  whose  history  has  been 
so  closely  interwoven  with  Victoria  s own.

Sir,  Recently  there  ha*  been  a great  deal  of 
criticism  regarding  the  propo*ed  sites  for  the 
new  Welfare  limine.  We  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  clarifying  our  position  with  re- 
gard to  the  Spencer  Foundation,  and  also  lo 
thunk  the  Spencer  ramlly  for  their  concern  and 
inierenl  In  the  health  and  welfare  need*  of  this 
community.  Neither  the  Community  Welfare 
Council.  Community  Cheat,  nor  any  other  wel- 
fare agency  I*  responalble  for  drawing  up  the 
plana  for  the  building  or  negotiating  for  a cite. 
We  are  certain  that  with  our  gratitude  to  the 
Spencers  for  their  generou*  gift  goes  that  of  the 
boar'd  member*  and  member*  at  large  of  the 
various  agenda*  and  all  the  citizen*  of  Oreater 
Victoria. 

Although  the  Welfare  Building  I*  to  be  used 
mainly  for  admlnliLralive  purpose*  by  auch 
ar'ncie*  as  the  Family  Welfare  and  Chllfcen'a 
Aid  Society,  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurse?  the 
Community  Cheat  of  Oreater  Victoria,  John 
Howard  Society  and  the  Community  Welfare 
Council,  many  groups,  adults  and  ohlldren,  fre- 
quently find  It  necessary  to  come  to  Welfare 
House  far  services  provided  by  these  agencies.  A 
building  which  Is  saslly  accessible  lo  these  people 
should  be  centrally  located.

A STRANGER  in  British  Columbia's 
Legislature  this  year  would  find 
It  hard  to  tell  seals  of  Government 
members  from  tho*e  of  the  Opposition 
Toughest  criticism  of  the  Govern- 
ment so  far  this  session  has  come  from 
the  Government's  own  supporter* 
By  comparison  the  C.C.F-ers  have 
been  quiet  as  lambs. 

Most  statMinan-Uke  speech  has 
crime  from  Allan  McDonell.  of  Van- 
couver. It’s  unusual,  to  say  the  least, 
tor  > Government  supporter  to  tell  the 
Government  so  forthrightly  It  ha* 
been  talking  through  Its  collective  hat. 
That's  exactly  what  Mr  McDonell  did 
Then  he  came  up  with  some  construc- 
tive suggestion*. 

He  bluntly  told  the  Government  It 
had  been  making  ridiculous  claims 
about  success  of  hospital  Insurance 
premiums  and  collections,  backed  up 
lus  assertion  with  startling  fact*  and 
figures.  Then  he.  an  Industrialist,  told 
the  Government  It  should  get  going 
on  correcting  the  faults  by  Imposing 
compulsory  payroll  deductions. 

He  forcefully  reminded  members 
that  they  arc -the  people  who  control 
the  public  purse,  and  he  made  It  plain 
to  members  and  Cabinet  minis  tar* 
alike  that  ministers  have  no  business 
continually  .spending  millions  more 
than  the  House  authorizes, 

Leigh  Stevenson,  also  of  Vancouver, 
did  a similar  Job.  and  to  a leaser  ex- 
tent. so  did  A.  R MacDougall.  another 
Vancouverite.

For  too  long,  the  galleries  have  been 
accustomed  to  hearing  nothing  but 
praLse  from  Government  member*  as 
if  the  Government  could  do  no  wrong, 
or  if  It  did  wrong,  the  fact  should  be

Lately  the  House  lias  been  sounding 
much  more  like  democracy  at  work 
Borne  of  the  member*  have  discovered 
they  have  mind*  of  their  own.  They're 
resisting  the  drive  to  keep  everything 
bottled  up  In  the  caucus. 


It's  obvious  Cabinet  benches  don't 
fike  It.  They  haven't  been  accustomed 
to  criticism  from  their  own  side  ol 
the  flour.. 

Just  by  the  way,  It's  interesting  to 
note  that  Messrs  McDonell,  Stevenson 
and  MacDougall  above  are  from  the 
Conservative  wing  of  the  Coalltipn— 
the  rugged,  unreconstructed  Individ- 
ualist*.

A great  number  of  the  new  mem- 
bers are  young  They're  frankly  Im- 
patient at  the  Cabinet's  Inclination  to 
leave  the  question  entirely  alone,  be- 
cause It's  a question  on  which  many 
people  have  pronounced  opinions,  and 
one  on  which  the  Government  would 
lose  a few  voles  whatever  action  it 
took. 

Government  policy  this  year  calls 
for  no  action  whatever,  but  several 
back-bencher*  Insist  (hut  It  should  be 
brought  up  In  the  caucus  where  they 
cun  speak  their  minds. 

Nobody  want*  to  be  put  on  the  hput. 
of  course.  Virtually  all  the  suggestion* 
advuuced  privately  have  been  for 
holding  a plebiscite,  allowing  the  pub- 
lic to  settle  the  question. 

This  Is  one  of  the  big  difficulties  - 
wurdlng  a plebiscite  tn  a way  that 
would  make  the  issue  cigar.  Again 
the  mo»t  widely-held  opinion  among 
the  law  tEJjter*  appears  to  be  to  a.->k 
the  people  \!  they  favor  extension  of 
present  laws  to  permit  sale  of  beer, 
wine  and  or  hard  liquor  In  eating 
places.  This,  If  approved,  would  be  a 
general  mandate  for  the  Government 
to  pass  permissive  legislation. 

It  would  not  mean  that  Individual 
communities  could  go  ahead  A vole 
would  be  required  on  the  question  In 
each  community  or  city,  similar  lo 
local  option  votes  now  held  for  beer 
parlors.  Local  areas  could  decide  tor 
themselves,  whether  they  wished  to 
have  wine  and  liquor  with  their  meal*.

In  the  example 
above  the  linutypist  lives  In  Alderman 
Bugg*' -ward  end  "etaoln  shrdlu"  rep- 
resept-  his  opinion  of  the  editor'! 
opinion  of  Alderman  Huge.s. 

If  the  editor  considers  that  "etaoln 
thrdlu"  Is  fair  comment  on  what  he 
ha*  written,  the  phrase  stay*  in  anrl 
the  reader  geie  it.  If  the  editor  doesn't 
agree,  “etaoln  shrdlu”  is  blue-pencilled 
out  of  the  proof  and  the  reader  1*  de- 
prived of  the  comment.  It's  all  very 
simple,  really.

Britain's  Royal  College  of  Art  are 
giving  a special  christening  present 
to  Prince  Charles  who  Is  now  fifteen 
months  old.  His  mother.  Prlnc-w 
Elizabeth,  has  agreed  to  accept  a 
bed  designed  and  made  by  students 
at  the  college. 

The  design  was  planned  in  ac- 
cordance with  Princess  Elisabeth's 
wishes  and  all  students  competed 
for  the  honor  of  lubmltting  the  win- 
ning entry. , This  has  now  been 
chosen  by  the  college  authorities  and 
approved  by  the  Princess.  It  la  the 
Joint  work  of  Mr.  Prank  Guille  and 
Mr  Philip  Popham.  Outlie  la  study- 
ing wood  and  metal  work  while  Pop- 
ham.  who  Is  responsible  for  enrich- 
ments at  the  head  and  foot  of  the 
bed.  Is  a student  of  Jewelry  and 
altversmlthlng. 

The  bed  will  be  made  from  British 
yew  and  will  be  18th  century  In 
character.  The  head  and  foot  will 
be  of  the  hoop  form  which  is  tra- 
ditional In  Windsor  chain  of  thAt 
period  These  hoops  will  be  filled 
with  slats  specially  shaped  to  take 
small  Inset  silver  eschutrheona  of 
oval  shape.  These  will  carry  animal 
devices  engraved  upon  the  metal 
and  decorated  with  enamel. 

A bedcover  and  blanket  are  being 
presented  with  the  bed.  The  bed- 
cover will  be  of  hand-woven  silk  in 
a pattern  which  is  to  be  decided  by 
the  Princess.  The  blanket  win  be 
worked  by  students  from  the  finest 
wool.

NEW  YORK,  March  11  (INS».—

In  Boston  he  once  attracted 
almost  as  many  boners  os  boosters. 
In  New  york  people  go  out  to  the 
Yankee  Stadium  to  see  him  to 
"prove  to  themselves  that  he  Isn’t 
as  good  as  Joe  DlMaggio . . . and 
that  is  true  of  the  people  In  other 
cities  who  want  to  measure  him 
against  local  favorites. 

He  Is  Just  one  of  thoee  fellows 
who  comf*  along  now  and  then  In 
baseball  and  other  sports  to  pack 
them  In,  either  to  cheer  or  scorn. 
There  haven't  been  many.  But  he 
rates  high  among  the  little  group 
of  men  who  have  risen  above  their 
organizations  and  teammates. 

BLISTERING  ADVANTAGE 

It  Isn't  easy  for  a baUplayer  to 
talk  contract  with  a team  because 
the  team  owners  have  the  blistering 
advantage  of  being  able  to  say, 
thanks  to  the  reserve  clause  rule, 
"You'll  play  for  me  or  starve,  you 
bum."  Another  gTeat  factor  Is  the 
naivette  of  the  average  baUplayer, 
and  his  fear  of  retaining  an  agent 
or  business  manager  to  front  for 
him  In  such  discussions. 

They  are  a pretty  simple  breed  at 
lie  art  and  often  are  moved  to  gut- 
lessness because  they  like  the  game 
and  dimly  . recognize  that  they 
couldn’t  do  nearly  as  well  In  some 
other  trade. 

KNOW  OWN  WORTH 

Some,  of  course,  know  more  or 
less  what  they're  worth  and  know 
that  they  won't  be  laughed  at  too 
derisively  If  they  say  so.  Here's  a

Ray  Scarborough  at  Wash- 
ington might-  be  added  to  the  list, 
If  the  season  has  reached  that  part 
where  he's  about  to  knock  the  Red 
Box  out  of  tlie  pennant.  But  there 
aren't  many  more. 

And  there  weren't  through  the 
yeare.  In  fact,  the  only  ball  player 
who  could  ever  prove,  without  the 
faintest  shadow  of  doubt,  that  lie 
and  he  alone  was  drawing  people, 
was  Babe  Ruth. 

And  he  didn't  do  It  in  New  York, 
either.  He  did  It  In  Chicago,  during 
the  early  years  of  his  ascendancy  as 
tlie  muster  slugger  of  all  time.  The 
While  Sox,  against  whom  the  Yanks 
were  scheduled  to  play,  advertised 
in  advance  that  he  would  appear. 
On  the  preceding  Friday.  Babe  came 
down  with  something  or  other  and 
the  Chicago  sports  pages  rarfled  the 
story  that  he  wouldn't  be  able  to 
play.

Those 
crows,  the  respective  owners  In- 
sisted. were  purely  routine.

Jet  Airliner 
Makes  History 

OTTAWA.  March  11  KD  -Canada 
made  air  history  today  with  the 
| continent’s  first  Inter-city  flight  of 
a Jet  airliner  and  prepared  to  show

The  airliner,  produced  at  Malton. 
Ontario,  made  the  230-mlle  trip 
from  there  to  nearby  Rockcllffe  air 
station  In  Just  36  minute*  and  five 
second?- an  average  of  398  mile*  an 
hour. 

Officials  of  Avro  Canada,  the 
plane's  builder*,  said  this  compared 
with  the  present  standard  run  for

than  the  fastest  airline  transport 
speed 

Much  faster  speed  was  attained 
by  the  CF-100.  twln-Jet  two-seater  j 
fighter  aircraft  which  made  the 
same  trip.  However,  the  average  ' 
epeed  of  MS  mile*  an  hour  clocked  ! 
for  the  fighter  was  not  coneldrred 
j unusual  for  a modem  Jet  plane.

Some  went  “before  the  mast."  and 
others  served  as  apprentice!  aboard 
Thermopylae.

Basil  Lubbock  in  “The  China 
Clippers"  eulogizes  Thermopylae’s 
sailing  qualities  and  credits  her, 
quoting  British  sallormen,  “to  have 
been  the  fastest  sailing  ship  ever 
launched."

IMS.  for  the  Thompson  in- 
terest and  built  by  Hood,  of  Aber- 
deen. 6he  made  many  remarkable 
voyage*  before  being  purchased  by 
Hall  A Company.  She  came  to  Vic- 
toria In  1890  and  made  many  fast 
runs  for  her  Canadian  owners,  not- 
ably one  of  79  days  from  Shanghai 
to  Victoria.  Her  last  pasage  under 
the  British  flag  was  from  Port 
Blakely.  Wash,  to  Leith,  with  a 
lumber  load,  which  took  her  141  days. 

In  11195  Thermopylae  was  sold  to 
the  Portuguese  Government,  when 
she  became  a training  ship  atjd  was 
named  Pedro  Nunes.  She  finished 
her  career  in  dramatic  fashion  when 
the  Portuguese  gave  her  a “naval 
funeral"  in  honor  of  her  great  rec- 
ord. towing  her  out  Into  the  At- 
lantic with  colors  flying  where  she 
was  sunk  with  cannon  fire,  to  the 
accompaniment  of  bands  playing.

Some  of  these  people  are  pension- 
ers. either  e» -aervicemen  or  retired 
couples,  possibly  with  a small  an- 
nuity People  with  a small  income 
can  live  in  this  way  with  a m-nimum 
of  expense.  and  a maximum  of  com- 
fort and  leisure,  They  get  their  own 
wood,  raise  their  own  garden  stuff, 
catch  their  own  fish,  and  even  shoot 
a k>t  of  their  own  tor  possibly  the 
Crqwn'*»  meat,  for  the  larger  islands 
are  Well  stocked  with  game  A» 
there  are  plenty  of  deer,  there  are 
also  quire  • few  cougars,  and  when, 
they  shoot  a cougar,  the  bounty 
serves  tef  Increase  the  fjgni  of  money 
for  luxuries.  Indeed,  some  of  them 
ran  pick  up  what  we  would  mil  lux- 
uries in  front  of  the  house!  There 
ts  one  chop  I know  who  mer-ly  take* 
a pail  and  goes  out  at  low  tide  to 
gather  oyster*  when  he  feet-  a yen 
for  that  shellfish  in  his  die*  ■ 

MAKE  A LIVING  * 
Others  of  the  population  are  the 
sturdy  pioneer  type  that  built  up 
the  Dominion;  they  live  the  life  be- 
cause they  like  It.  and  also  because 
they  can  best  make  a living  in  the. 
bush  and  along  the  Coast. 

A couple  of  chaps  purchased  a 
war  surplus  landing  craft  and  use 
it  to  salvage  drift  logs,  the  accumu- 
lation of  years,  that  hkve  gone 
aground  on  the  shore,  and  make  a 
good  living  at  It.  Some  are  loggers, 
a sea-going  variety,  that  live  on 
boats;  moving  about  to  place.,  where

BOATS  AND  HOMES 
One.  an  expert  boat  builder  build* 
and  repairs  boat*  in  the  Summer, 
and  run*  a trap  line,  which  he  has 
registered  along  the  coast  and 
through  the  island*  In  the  Winter 
He  i*  a really  accomplished  cabinet 
maker,  and  hi*  hou.se.  which,  o I 
course,  he  built  entirely  Without 
benefit  of  contractors  or  tradesmen 
of  any  kind,  is  finished  inside  like 
a piece  of  expensive  furniture.  He 
ha*  combined  yellow  cedar,  birch,

FIRST  GOVERNOR 
It  wa*  a century  ago  yesterday 
that  H M S.  Driver  dropped  anchor 
In  Victoria  harbor  and  Richard 
Blanshard  stepped  a-hare.  ihe  first 
governor  of  the  Crown  Colony  of 
Vancouver  Island.  The  Driver  fired 
a salute  of.  17  gun*  and  the  bssUon 
answered,  and  ail  the  fort  turned 
out  to  see  the  start  of  »he  first 
Crown  Government  west  nf . the 
Great  Lake*.  It  wo*  a memorable 
day  in  the  history  of  what  was  to 
become  British  Columbia 
Blanshard  wa*  a 33 -year-old 
bachelor,  dark  of  hair  and  eye*,  an 
enigma  In  many  way*.  No  one  quite 
knew  wha:  Lo  moke  of  him  He  was 
disappointed  from  the  first  No 
house  had  been  prepared  for  him: 
he  was  given  a mom  In  the  fort 
He  evidently  didn’t  like  that  and 
chose  to  remain  aboard  the  Driver 
A few  days  after  hi*  arrival  here  he 
went  In  the  Driver  to  Nlsqually,  on 
Puget  Sound.  While  the  Driver  wa* 
loading  cattle  and  &heep  for  Port 
Victoria.  Blanshard  met  Dr  William 
Fraser  Tolmie.  who  later  wrote  of 
the  governor:  "Mr  Blan*ha:d,  the 
governor  of  Vancouver  Island, 
came  as  passenger  In  the  Driver  and 
spent  three  day*  here.  He  is  a tall, 
thin  person,  with  a pale,  intellectual 
countenance— 1*  a greafe  smoker,  a 
great  sportsman,  a protects  rust  in 
politic*  and  a latiludin&riau  in  re- 
ligious matters.  Hi*  manner  u quiet 
and  raffn  r abstracted,  and  (hough 
free  from  hauteur  or  pomposity,  he 
doe*  not  convene  much.”

UNPARALLELED  FEAT 
A*  for  Courboin.  his  trick  at  the 
wheel  remains  unique  in  nautical 
history  He  recovered  gradually  . .

It 
left  again  bound  for  Guadeloupe  In 
the  Trench  Went  Indie*,  if  carried  a 
live  cargo  of  165  slave*,  men  and 
women 

DISEASE  STRIKES 

According  lo  one  account  by  Qia- 
llsh  writer  Langford  Reed,  the 
ship*  company  comprised  Captain 
Bello l M Maugnan.  ’.he  chip's  doc- 
tor. and  20  sailor*  All  w»nt  well

TESTING  PROGRAM 
Health  authorities  are  aWaiting 
statistical  result*  of  a Province- wide 
hearing -testing  program  now  under 
way.

In  the  first  test  w ith  the  record - 
playing  ryp*  of  machine,  six  chil- 
dren out  of  1.762  were  found  to  have 
a kwe  of  34  decibels  to  one  ear,  and 
fodr  to  have  a 30- decibel  logs  to 
both  ears. 

What  Is  a decibel 7 It  has  been 
described  as  ‘an  electrical  measure 
of  sound,  about  equal  to  the  last 
difference  in  intensity  or  loudness 
that  the  human  ear  can  detect  ” 
About  120  decibels  Is  uncomfortable 
to  hear:  140  is  painful. 

TIIE  EARS'  WORK 
Sound  Itself  is  the  sensation  pro- 
duced to  the  hearing  organs  as  a 
result  of  vibration*  to  the  air  within 
a limited  frequency.  The  number 
of  vibrations  per  second  determines 
the  other  main  quality  of  sound: 
pitch  The  normal  ear  can  register  J 
sounds  pitched  between  20  vibra- 
tions per  second  and  20  000  vibra- 
tions per  second.  Important  speech 
range  lies  between  260  and  2.000  or 
4 000.  or  from  Middle  C on  the  piano 
up  three  or  four  octaves. 

Everyday  sounds  are  seldom  pur* 
notes,  but  mixtures  of  several  tune* 
and  overtones. 

Drawback  of  the  record- playing 
type  of  audiometer  Is  that  It  allows 
nu  pitch  differentiation  The  nfwer 
Mu ico  uses  a simple  musical  note 
which  can  be  varied  both  In  pitch 
and  loudness.  Subjects  indlrat* 
whether  or  not  they  hear  by  nodding 
or  pressing  a button  which  flashes 
a light.

which  may  spread  to  the  cochlea, 
and  become  nerve  deafness  This 

hereditary  disease  which  usually  ap- 
pears before  30  year*  of  age  is  often 
accompanied  by  ringing  in  the  ears. 

A ti^hric  feature  of  conductive 
hearing  loss  to  that  Its  victim  may 
tmagihe  that  his  hearing  i&  growing 
sharper,  because  he  can  hear  con- 
versation above  loud  noises  such  as 
the  rumble  of  machinery — when  the 
normal  person  cannot  hear. 

Nerve  deafness  which  character- 
istically strikes  the  higher  frequen- 
cies, often  come*  with  advancing 
age.  It  b abo  marked  by  a small 
range  between  inaudibility  and 
painful  loudness.  Hence,  the  old 
person  who  sajn:  "Eh’"  and  Imme- 
diately afterwards:  "Don't  shout. 
I m not  that  deni  " 

DEAFNESS  ACQUIRED 

Some  62  per  cent  of  all  serious 
deafness  b congenital  or  inherited 
and  38  per  cent  b acquired.  Of  ac- 
quired deafness.  *1  per  cent  b caused 
by  meningitis;  17  per  cent  b caused 
by  >uch  communicable  diseases  as 
scarlet  fever  measles,  ‘flu  and  pneu- 
monia. .and  3 2 per  cent  come*  from 
the  ailment  known  a*  otitis  media. 

What  must  be  done?  First  step 
is  a thorough  medical  examination 
Removal  of  bloc  lung  a ax  may  be  the 


but  a deafened  person  whose  hear- 
ing has  artlflcally  been  restored  by 
an  aid  finds  himself  at  find  unable 
to  make  the  needed  discrimination. 

The  scratching  of  knife  and  fork, 
the  tinkle  of  teacups,  the  singing  of 
birds,  and  other  common  sounds 
seem  strange  and  terrible. 

The  new  wearer  of  a hearing  aid 
may  also  find  that  he  has  last  hi* 
power  of  concentration  through 
being  plummeted  from  private  sil- 
ence into  n medley  of  sounds  com- 
pering for  attention. 

HELPS  AFFLICTED 

Here  again  the  answer  is  gentle 
and  tactful  education.  Victoria  Club 
for  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  affiliated 
with  the  Canadian  Federation  for 
the  Hard  of  Hearing,  does  valuable 
work  to  rehabilitating  both  children 
and  adults. 

The  club  asks  It*  people  to  speak 
on  the  platform  take  part  In  normal 
conversation,  wear  and  regulate 
their  hearing  aids  Intelligently 

P.  G.  Purser,  chairman  of  the 
club's  rehabilitation  committee,  ad- 
dresses parent- teacher  groups,  ask- 
ing them  to  take  the  kind  and  ra- 
tional attitude  to  deafened  children 
and  adult*,  and  condition  hearing 
children  to  accepting  thetr  deafened 
school  mates  on  a normal  basis.
